ByCHARLES ROHRBACHER 
SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chief of 
Police Charles Gain said Sunday

“We want to _ find out why 
people feel that there is a 
connection between the tongs and 
police， Gain said. He emphasized

”elsewhere，he will personally see 


to 让 that investigations are 
conducted leading to either 
administrative ， action or， 让 


warranted，criminal indictments 
against officers implicated in such 
aprobe. 
TRUSTED 

“In Chinatown, the police mtust 
demonstrate that they can be 
trusted，If necessary，this Process 
can begin with the Chief of Police 
and move downward,” Gain 
emphasized that 让 an internal 
investigation of the department 
was not sufficient to clean up a 
corrupt Situation, 计 让 exists，. then 
he would not hesitate to call for an 
independent，Federal probe into 
the department. 
“Perceptions,”said Gain， ”are 
as important as the reality of the 
Situation.”- He said that 这 
perceptions of corruption and 
collusion on the part of certain 
police officers is based on fact， 
then the department hasto moveto 
TIemove those causes of commun- 
ity distrust and fear. If，on the 
other hand，they are based on 
erToneous information，or on Past 
actions of certain officers, then the 
pojlice will have to demonstrate 
that payoffs and other forms of 
alleged police misconduct are 3a 
thing of the past in Chinatown, 

ANONYMITY 

He is concerned that .despite 
offers of police protection and 
anonymity，Dersons in Chinatown 
who have information or leads on 
Iecent killings are still fearful that 
protection will be inadequate and 
that their identities will somehow 
leak out through the police, in the 
courtroom or in the news media. 
上 工 guarantee _ absolute anon- 
ymity,， Cain said，He said that 
except for those with _ direct 
information about the Golden 
Dragon shootings，who may be 
called on to testify in court，the 
names of all other persons 
speaking with the police will be 
eld in strict confidence， Gain 
suggested that any person who 
ad information, but was uneasy， 
0 uncomfortable talking to a 
policeman or an inspector, should 

contact him personally，and， 计

mnecessary，cOnyey the information 
directly to him.“Tll talk to them 
personally citizens with 
meaningful _ information have 
access to my office and I will meet 
with citizens uanyplace，anytime， 
anywhere.” 
EXPLANATIONS 

The gang task force has not yet 
settled on any one explanation for 
the attack on the Golden Dragon 
restaurant，Said Cain. “If you 
have one operating assumption， 
you may overlook leads，so you 
search forthetruth and determine 
whathappened on the basis of the 
evidence you findq in the case.” 
Gain gave three possible explan- 
ations for the attack,. He said that 
the perpetrators may have gone in 
there with the Purpose of killing 
an individual and, in trying to do 
s0，killed five persons who were 
unrelated to the individual. 

Or, it might have been meant to 
attack the restaurant itself and its 
owner, “They may have gone in 
and taken on the Hop Sing tong， 
have gone in to shoot up a 
restaurant known to be owned by 
the tong.”Gain added that the 
third “possibility was that the 
gunmen were trying to kil a 
particular individual and their 
Weapons， either ”because ”of 
inexperience with automatic 
Weapons Or nerVvotsness, got Out of 
their control. 

In talking about earlier allega- 
tions that adtults were involved in 
certain ， aspects of Chinatown 
crime,， Cain Said,“VWe should not 
look on this as a band of kids doing 
this on their own.” 


QUESTION 
He said that certain organiza- 
tions in Chinatown “Provide 


Imoney, lodging, meals and a place 
to meet, to kids involved in street 
violence, robberies and extortions， 
which raises the question in his 
mind，he said,“Of whether the 
gangs are a phenomenon in and of 
themselves.

SPREADING CRIME LINKs

VENDETTA 

The _ police chief answered 
questions about charges of an 
ongoing police vendetta against 
Joe FEong and Joe Fong gang 
members，saying that while he 
was aware of the opinions and 
attitudes of certain of his officers 
towards Joe Fong and his group， 
members of the gang task force 
are，“trying to make precise， 
accurate distinctions，and what 
certain officers may feel and what 
they actually determine to be the 
facts will be two different things.” 

Cain also addressed the ques- 
tion of off-duty Police employ- 
ment and the impact of this on 
Chinatown. He is recommending 
to _ the Police Commission a new 
regulation that prohibits off-duty 
employment in any capacity，in 
which a policeman So employed 
might be expected to use police 
authority. 

He has three objections to 
off-duty cops who work as security 
personal in restaurants，bars and 
hotels， in Chinatown and 


:throughout the City: that they

“Now maybe they]l start 
believing what weve been saying 
for years,”Mauriello adds,， ”that 
theres imore than just Youmng kids 
behind some .of these robberies.

Both New York and San Fran- 
cisco 一 with Chinese populations 
estimated over 100,000 一 have 
seen a Iapid influx of Hong Kong 
immigrants since 1965， when 
quotas on Asian immigration were 
lifted by the U.S government.

UNDERLYINGC 

Gain believes that a purely 
police ， response to crime in 
Chinatown is not going to result in 
a reduction of crime in the 
community. Underlying factors of 
unemployment，underemploy- 
ment，poverty，overcrowding and 
the low qualjity of housing，and 
the lack of recreational space and 
facilities _ are _ the conditions in 
which crime develops， In Gain s 
view，the myriad of Problems 
faced by new immigrants and 
their children have coupled with 
conditions in _ Chinatown to 
produce a situation in which 
crime flourishes. 

“If we don't act to elimninate the 
underlying factors of crime，then 
we are addressing 'the symptoms， 
and not the causative factors.” 

“It is not just a matter of arrests 
and prosecutions,， explained 
Gain “but the will to try and push 
for more employment，increased 
immigrant vocational and educa- 
tional programs and more in the 
way of opportunities and leisure 
time activities andq facilities for 
Chinatown youth.” 口 


have come the problems of 
unemployment, overcIrowding， 
tedious ljabor and language differ- 
ences that have isolated many of 
the Chinese-born children from 
the American mainstream . 

It is against this backdrop that 
youth violence has mushroomed ip 
Chinatowns throughout North 
America. In the past，San Fran- 
cisco _ authorities have portrayed 
shooting incidents as a kind of 
Chinese “West Side Story.”On 
one Side were the Wah Ching 
(Young Chinese)，who dominated 
Chinatown itself. Their opPponents 
were the Joe Boys，whose turf was 
outside Chinatown. 

LINKS 

But since the Golden Dragon 
incident， San Erancisco police 
have begun to _ investigate links 
between the youth .gangs and 
larger orgamiized crime opera- 
tions 一 possibly including Chinese 
fraternal clubs called “Tongs”that 
control much of the reaj estate and 
many Small businesses in various 
American Chinatowns. 

Law enforcement agents believe 
some Tong members control 
lucrative gambling operations in 
these Chinatowns and actually 
hire young immigrant Chinese to 
extort “protection money” from 
local businesses. 

In San Francisco， Police are 
looking into the powerful Hop 
Sing Tong and its role im 
recruiting young，armed enfor- 
cers. 
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A Cosmetic job Will Not 
Solve Community Problems 


Our community has been deeply concerned with 
gang problem and other underworld activities over the 
years， especially after the September 4 shootings at the 
Golden Dragon Restaurant,， Neeqdless to say，We are 
expecting our community leaders to address themselves 
to these pressing problems。 Without a solution to the 
gang prIoblem, there is no way to bring our business and 
residential communities back to normalcy. If merchants 
are afraid ofextortion, people are afraid of break-ins and 
robberies，how can the community function as if none 
of these problems exist. 

However, it seems this is exactly what our community 
leaders ask us to do。 First, we saw city officials come to 
Chinatown and declare loudly that the neighborhood is 
safe and everything is just peachy。Then，we heard the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce and the Chinese Six 
Companies declare an extended Mid-autumn (moon) 
Festival, from September 26 all the way into October 11. 

Im the name of drumming up business for Chinatown， 
the two organizations are asking all of us not to look at 
the severe problems in "Chinatown，but just come to， 
shop and dine anyway. 

By including the Double Ten celebration in the 
Moon Festival，the two organizations are indeed luring 
the City Hall and the S. FE. Visitors and Convention 
Bureau into sponsoring foreign political activities. Chi- 
nese Americans Know too well that Double Ten is the 
national day of the Nationalists，and October 

First is the founding day of ， the People's Republic. 
We feel strongly that city funds shouldnotbeusedto 
promote foreign political activities，be they Communist 
or Nationalist. 


And yet，our city officials jumped onto this Moon 
Festival band wagon so quickly and naively。 This reveal- 
ed,， again，to the community our city officials are Still 
very much tied up with that Chinatown leadership Which 
is more concerned with the problem of Chinatown's 
image than the gang activities。 It would be difficult to 
convince the people on the street that the city is really 
trying to get to thebottom of the underworld elements 
in Chinatown. 

Business in Chinatown has suffered after the Golden 
Dragon murders.。 But Chinatown business commmunity 
knows full well that total recovery is impossible so long 
as the gangs are there and their activities continue， 了 ow 
can they，who have been victimized all these years， 
celebrate any festival with the problem hanging like a 
knife over their heads.“

District CourtJudge Robert Peck- 
ham has set November 15 to begin 
court trial to_ determine whether 
thbhe S.E， Police Department 襄 = 
temntionally discriminates against 
ethnic minorities and women in its 
hiring and promotional pojicies. 

The plaintiffs include Officers 
for Justice，composed of predom- 
inantly Black sworn police 
officers,CAA, NAACP, League of 
United Latin American Citizens， 
andS.F. N.O.W. 

Since the initial filing of the 
suit back in April of 1973， 
Peckham has already issued 3 
court orders in favor of the plain- 
tiffs : 

(a) abolition of the height 
requirement which allowed many 
more Chinese to apply for police 
officer Positions; 

(b) immediate hiring of 60 
female police officers; 

(c) one-for-one Promotion of 
ethnic minority patrol officers to 
the rank of sergeant on 3a 
temporary basis. 

INTERVENE 

Exasperated with the City and 
County of San Franciscos Pro- 
longed inability to reach a 
settlement with the Plaintiffs， 
Peckham in an unprecedented 
move asked the U.S$. Department 
of Justice to intervene on behalf of 
the plaintiffs. Justice officials have 
preliminarily indicated that they 
would do so. Further，similar to 
Chicago， justice ”has “hinted 
strongly that the City stands to 
haye withheld over $80 million in 
fedqeral revenue sharing funds 
even before the trial begins this 
上 all. 

Public Advocates， a public 
interest ljaw firm， is representing 
the Plaintiffs， If the Plaintiffs 
prove intentional discrimination 
by the S$.E.， Police Department， 
the _ City's liability -to ethnic 
minority/female police offices and 
applicants who failed to get hired 
but suffered mental anguish may 
exceed $33 million in backpay and 
punitive damages.

But beyond these local investi- 
gations is a growing effort to 
determine whether the seemingly 
autonomous gang activity in the 
various cities is interconnected , 

On September 17，police from 
U.S$. and Canadian cities met with 
drug and immigration officials at 
a joint conference in Toronto to 
discuss the spreading gang Prob- 
lem ， 

ROOTS 

In the East，Chinese-controlled 
gambling and extortion Tackets 
are believed to have spread from 
New York to Montreal，Quebec， 
Toronto， Chicago， Boston， 
Detroit，Atlanta and Miami， On 
the West Coast，such operations 
allegedly have common roots in 
San Francisco， Los Angeles， 
Portland, Seattle and Vancouver. 

A key indicator of this is the 
high mobility of young gang 
members. 

“A lot of times the Joe Boys or 
the Wah Ching will fy down from 
San Erancisco to 工 .A. as guests of 
gang members here,， says Los 
Angeles police officer Ben Lee. 

Vancouver police detective B 训 
Scotland confirmed that alleged 
gang members from San Eran- 
cisco，Los Angeles and Portland 
have visited Vancouver where 
they were “watched closely”by 
Police. 

On September 10，a 25-year- 
old Hong Kong immigrant who 
had been living in New York was 
arrested by U.S$， immigration 
officials at the Canadian border 
near Vancouver for the attempted 
assassination of a PrIominent New 
York Chinatown leader. 

CONNECTION 

Authorities believe that gam- 
bling and extortion still provide 
most of the cash for young Chinese 
gangs.， New Yorks Chinatown 
gambling houses handle up to $3 
million a week， according to 
police Sources But there is 
growing alarm that 3a major 
Chinese narcotics network is also 
forming. 

Evidence of this 一 in addqdition 
to the .large cash flow and the 
cross-country ” mobility of the 
organizers 一 includes the follow- 
ing developments: 

e a Steady depletion of Mexican 
heroin stocks as the Primary 
source for the narcotics black 
market in the U.S.; 

e@ fears that the vacuum created 
by the collapse of the Mexican 
market will be filled by Southeast 
Asian opium grown in the 
“Golden Triangle”(Burma-Laos- 
Thailand),， dominated for decades 
by Chinese syndicates ; 

@ concern that the Southeast 
Asian connection that has flooded 
Western Europe with heroin for 
the past five years is beginning to 
stretch across the Atlantic to 
America， replacing the old 
“French Connection.” 

Just -eight months ago， for 
example，80 to 90 percent of the 
heroin in the Seattle area came 
from Mexico. But now, about half 
the black market supply is 
believed to _ consist of highiquality 
Southeast Asian heroin. Across the 
horder，Inspector Lyman Hen- 
schel of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (Canadas FBJ) 
says that Southeast Asia has been 
Vancouver's Primary heroin 
SOUIce for two years， 

SANCTUARY 

Several wealthy crime 于 gures 

have reportedly fled from Hong 


Kong in rEcent years to seek 
sanctuary in Canada，The best 
known are the“Five Dragons” 一 
five former staff sergeants who 
allegedly jleft the Hong 天 ong 
police force about eight years ago 
because of investigations linking 
them to illicit prostitution，gam- 
bling and narcotics operations， 

The Canadian “ Broadcasting 
Corp，recently linked the five 
ex-police officers to Vancouvers 
black market heroin trade，bnut 
Vancouver detective Scotland says 
he has no“concrete evidence”to 
Support that charge. 

“More and more Southeast 
Asian heroin will be seen in this 
country within the next three 
years”because of DEA success in 
eradicating Mexican Opium，Says 
federal Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration (DEA) official Joe 
Flanders in Los Angeles， 

Elanders notes that much of the 
Southeast Asian heroin is manu- 
factured and supplied by organ- 
ized syndicates with connections 
in Hong Kong，Bangkok and 
Europe。 Flanders believes the 
syndicates also have strong conn- 
ections in the U.S.， partially 
because of ethnic ties to Asian 
communities here， 

MAEIA 

On the East Coast，authorities 
suspect that Chinese syndicates 
are beginning to negotiate with 
established U.S. Mafia figures. 

“We do not see the gang kids 
handling the narcotic itself 一 yet,” 
says New York detective Maur- 
iello， whose precinct includes 
Little Italy，“but we are seeing the 
beginnings of a Chinese-Italian 
Mafia hook=up.… 

Europe has been flooded with 
Southeast Asian heroin Since 1972， 
after the Turkish government 
agreed to halt opium harvesting in 
that ， country Authorities ”ip 
Amsterdam and London believe 
that Chinese syndicates called 
“Triads” are responsible for 
transporting most of 了 Europes 
black market heroin supply from 
Hong Kong and Bangkok,， and are 
recruiting young Hong 和 ong 
immigrants as dope runners and 
enforcers，Both Amsterdam and 
London have experienced blood- 
shed among young Chinese who 
are apparently caught up in 
territorial feuds _ between Triad 
leaders. 

Although San Francisco police 
contend that heroin trafficking 
“had no major role” in recent 
Chinatown violence, other Sources 
一 including some in local govern- 
ment 一 believe large quantities of 
Southeast Asian heroin are pour- 
ing into San Francisco but are 
being distributed elsewhere. 


CHARGES 
DEA officials in Los Angeles 
have apprehended about 10 


Chinese immigrants from Thail- 
and in the past year on narcotics 
charges， About a dozen Chinese 
are also  awaiting trial in 
Vancouver on heroin charges. 

Despite current police efforts to 
get at the root of Chinese 
organized crime, some Chinatown 
critics contend it may be too little 
too late. 

“Criminal  ， activities have 
plagued our community for more 
than 10 years,”saidq an editorial in 
the September 7 issue of 下 ast/ 
West， “Everytime a fight or 
shooting happened， community 
leaders pleaded for more police 
patrols, more bilingual officers.. 

“Unlike police counterparts in 
Hong Kong and Singapore，who 
have penetrated the underworld 


Organizations， San Francisco 
pojlice are still relying on 
secondary sources for most of their 
information . . . Not only that, it is 
common knowledge in Chinatown 
that many so-called community 
leaders have links with the 
underworld. If the police and city 
officials prefer to deal with these 
community leaders，the common 
folks “will voluntarily

SAN FRANCISCO 一 An 
excellent showing of pottery and 
paintings is on exhibit now at the 
Chinese Cultural Center through 
October 26 . 

David Morris has managed to 
recreate，i 训 over a hundred 
ceramic pieces on display, the rich 
variety of Sung and Southern 
Sung ceramic types，styles and 
色 azes. Painted screens and wall 
hangings by Joseph Brotherton 
provide a backdrop against which 
Morris's work is displayed. 

UNIFORMLY 

Morriss work is uniformly 
excellent. His finely balanced， 
beautifully coloured and textured 
ceramics are a visual (and 寺 no 
one is watching) tactile delight. 
He has mastered a number of 
glazing styles and techniques of 
the Sung though，that especially 
stand out in the show. 


Tucked away in a glass case is 3 
small stoneware box that is a 
sparkling blue and black example 
of Southern Sung Chien ware. 
The Japanese refer to 过 as 
temmoku ware, or oil spot glaze. 


Morris has also created several 
bowls and plates glazed in the 
Kuan style. In this technique，a 
pale green glaze is covered by a 
myriad of fine cracks below the 
level of the final coat of glaze. The 
iesulting _ effect is delicately and 
Precisely abstract. 


SPONTANEOUS 

Included in the show are also 3 
number of fine stoneware Vessels 
and potsthat are finished 认 a rust 
spot glaze， The gazing i very 
spontaneous.

On the other hand，Ppaintings 
such as “Caf'e Trieste,， and a 
series of screens depicting an 
Urban scene， are muth more 
successful，On their own terms， 
they are good paintings, and，as a 
synthesis of Western and Asian 
techniques and subject matter， 
they are successful too, This is not 
to criticize Brotherton for at- 
tempting this synthesis in a most 
difficult area，such as landscape 
Painting，but only to say that 
achieving that synthesis is elusive 
and Tare.
